Our Author fays, that when they feed, they 
bend down their Necks, fo that they lay the 
upper part of their Bills next the Ground, and 
that they get a round fort of Grain like Millet out of 
the Mud, as he hath been informed, and that it is 
doubted whether they prey on Fifh and Eels, as hath 
been thought. Dr. James Douglas hath given an
